Annheuser-Busch. of St. Louis, and 
the Pabst Brewing of Milwaukee, W is­ 
consin, have been given permission to 
m anufacture is expected to be on sale 
to the public at drug stores. 
The only restriction on the sale of 
the new m alt tonic will be the num­ 
ber of cases drug stores may handle. 
Th perm it allows an alcoholic content 
of 3.75 per cent by volume. 
From five 
to 25 cases may be furnished to drug 
stores weekly according to their size 
and no prescription will be requires! 
of consumers who feel th e need of 
more and better health. 
The kick, from the healthy w et’s 
standpoint, lies not in the alcoholic 
content but in the w arning th a t the 
tonic will not be pleasant if treated 
as a beverage. 
Instead of the 7 to 
IO per cent of malt solids as in pre­ 
prohibition beer, it will contain 25 
per cent. 
As a result officials said 
excessive drinking of the tonic will 
produce illness. 
The perm its for the m anufacture 
and sale was issued for six months 
and provides that the brew ers shall 
assist th e government in keeping it 
out of the hands of bootleggers.

arrive here from all parts of the con­ 
tinent and set forth with their dog 
team s for tho new land of golden 
promise. 
Up to within a few days ago a 
long “m ush” behind a toboggan or 
sled drawn by a team of dogs, or a 
still more venturesome trek over tho* 
trail without the dogs, was the only 


outfits assemble at the back of the
